These words of Mr. Ejisen- 
hower expressed no new con- 
ception, but rather re- 
emphasized a theme that he 
and Dulles, who sat at his right 
hand during the radio-television 
broadcast, have often repeated. 

The President and Dulles 
spoke of “sacrifices” that the 
American people may be called 
upon to make to meet the 
Soviet military threat, but 
they were not specific and 
there was no feeling of urgency 
in what they had to say. 

Mr. Eisenhower spoke for 
about six minutes during the 
half-hour program. He intro- 
duced the topic of discussion 
and then Dulles took up the 
NATO heads -of-government 
meeting, offering a _ factual 
rather than an interpretive ac- 
count, The President uttered 
the concluding remarks. 

President Sits Quietly. 

During the time Dulles was 
speaking Mr. Eisenhower sat 
quietly beside him, occasional- 
ly nodding agreement. The 
camera showed the President 
in profile; he looked tired and 
drawn and seldom _ smiled. 
When the President faced the 
camera to deliver his opening 
and concluding statements, 
however, he appeared vigorous, 
There was no evidence of dif- 
ficulty in pronouncing words 
such as he experienced imme- 
diately after his slight stroke 
Nov. 25, although at one point 
he repeated a short phrase. 

Dulles has been criticized for 
some time for what his critics 
say is evasion of a real effort 
to try to reaagh an accommoda- 
tion with Russia. It was. sharp- 
ly evident at the NATO meet- 
ing that many European coun- 
tries do not agree with Dulles, 
They have suggested some new 
attempt to negotiate with the 
Soviet Union 

Dulles gave evidence last 
night of being aware of this 


criticism. He offered no new 


hope of negotiations but, rath- 
er, seemed to be defensively 
repeating the theme of grow- 
ing Russian power. He said the 
slogan “stop making bombs” 
could be used to describe 
Western disarmament propos- 
als which were rejected by the 
Russians. 
‘Opposition Violent.’ 

“But that opposition was 
violent,” the Secretary said. 
“Soviet rulers seemed deter- 
mined to go on buijding nu- 
clear weapons and missiles; 
stubbornly apparently clinging

It followed his decision 
to go to Paris, where the re- 
ports stressed his vigor, sin- 
cerity and capacity to define 
the issues that separate the 
free and the Communist worlds. 


Plays Minor Role. 


Last night, however, he 
played a minor role in the 
Administration's report to the 


people on the conference. 
spoke for a few minutes at 
the start, and closed with what 
seemed to be a rejection of 
the Soviet Union's proposal 
for future negotiations. 

The general reaction here 
was that this report carried 
none of the old Eisenhower 
fire or persuasion. 

Unlike Dulles, who spoke ex- 
temporaneously, the President 
read his two statements. and 
sat aside for 24 minutes of the 
half-hour broadcast looking 
self-conscious and even nerv- 
ous as Dulles catalogued the 
events in Paris. 

Actually, the Administration 
achieved at least some of its 
objectives in Paris. It won ac- 
ceptance in principle of placing 
NATO missile launching bases 
in Europe. It made progress on 
the pooling of scientific in- 
formation throughout the al- 
liance, and while it was forced 
to accept the principle of hold- 
ing future conversations with 
the Soviets on disarmament. 
this was so vague as to leave 
the Administration with a free 
hand about how and when 
these conversations were to 
take place 

One Point of Conviction, 


Last night’s report covered 
these points during Dulles’s 
long recitation, but on only 


one point did he seem to talk 
with force and conviction. This 
was on the need’of the West- 
ern alliance to deal effectively 
with the Soviet threat in the 
economic and political area 


“Unless we do take serious- 
ly,” he said, “the economic 
warfare being waged by the 


Soviet Union, we can lose this 
struggle without ever a shot 
being fired. The Soviets, by 
their economic offensive, could 
take over the underdeveloped 
countries one by one, and there- 


by increase their own re- 
sources. 

“By the same token, the 
United States and her many 
friends will become ever more 
closely encircled until finally 
we face strangulation.” 

It had been expected here 
that the* President would lay 
down a program to carry out 
the “agreements in principle” 


adopted by the NATO powers 
in their heads-of-government 
meeting. 


When the President left the 
French capital last week, he 
said: “Our unity of effort and 
purpose has been strengthened. 


The decisions promise far- 
reaching results, and should 
make war less likely, peace 
more sure. 


“Now we must carry forward 
the results of our deliberations 
here.”’

Thanks to a Holiday Decoration 


Memorial Plaza’s white and green sidewheeler 
may not be getting anywhere as it paddies ener- 
getically eastward, with plumes of sure-enough 
smoke flying from its tall, ornamental stacks. 
But even in’ its Twelfth boulevard drydock the 
resplendent craft is a reminder of something St. 
Louis tends to forget. This is a river town. 


Yes, this is a river town and its steamboats 
had a world to do with making us what we are. 
The surging waters of the Mississippi and tribu- 
taries moved not only people and the things they 
needed in their frontier settlements—calico, 
cooking utensils, tools, grist mills. The muddy 
streams floated in our early culture, too. James 
Hall, coming down the Ohio in 1820, recorded 
entertainment on board that filled those tedi- 
ously long days when the current guided the 
boat, songs “with poetry dressed in rags and 
going on crutches.” Liquid cheer added kick to 
the dancer’s heels and new spirit to Old Pap’s 
fingers as he sawed away on Katy, his faithful 
fiddle. 

The first shows along the rivers were the per- 
formances put on by the same crew when a boat 
tied up at a landing. Then came the itinerant 
musicians, dancers, tricksters, acrobats and jug- 
giers. First of the showboats was William Chap- 
man’s “Floating Palace,” built in 1831 in Pitts- 
burgh and seating 200 spectators. St..Louis’s Sol 
Smith bought it in 1847, but, alas, before the 
vear was out, it collided with a steamboat and 
sank. After that. “minstrel boats,” “temples of 
the muses,” “‘circus boats” and “floating operas” 
came in rapid succession, as Philip Graham, pro- 
fessor of American literature at the University of 
Texas, recounts in his fascinating book, “Show- 
boats* The History of an American Institution.’ 

Of the scores of Cotton Blossoms, Goldenrods, 
New Sensations, Dixies, Princesses, Columbias, 
Wonderlands, River Maids, Olympias and Sunny 
Souths that traveled the rivers and entertained 
Quincy and Ste. Genevieve, Cairo and Memphis 
and Natchez, ‘and the landings between, only one 
remains.

Unprofitably Yours 

Of all the measures of a man, the price asked 
for an autograph strikes us as one of the most 
illogical. From an advertisement of a New York 
department store we observe with interest that 
two of the lowest-priced autograph letters and 
documents offered are those of Andre Gide 
($3.50) and Lewis Carroll ($5). John Ruskin is 
only $10. So apparently the literary field is not 
a likely one from which to autograph for poster- 
ity at a nice profit—for somebody. 

Musie isn’t much better, if we are to judge by 
the $7.50 asked for a letter of Offenbach. The 
solid values of the self-subscribed name, it seems, 
are in political life. The highest-priced item 
quoted is a George Washington at $500; though 
there is another George Washington: at $250 
Abraham Lingoln drops sharply to $155. From 
there on down one might almost as well be a 
painter as a politico: Renoir and Churchill are 
both priced at $45, though the fact that Church- 
ill, too, is something of a painter may have 
a bit to do with bringing down his quota- 
tion. Lafayette is only $10 more than Churchill, 
and John Quincy Adams but $20 more than La- 
fayette. 

It's a strange hierarchy, and, we would guess, 
as unpredictable as the weather, women, and 
horse races. Scratch down a given name and a 
surname under a “Yours very truly” or a “Be- 
lieve me, madam, your most humble, your most 
obd't servant,” and anything may happen in time.

This sounds like an echo of a speech made 
four years ago by then Premier and now Exile 
Georgi M. Malenkov: “To the shame of our 
workers in industry, consumers often prefer to 
buy foreign-made articles simply because they 
are more attractive. Yet we have every oppor- 
tunity to produce appealing textiles of good 
quality, smart and well-made clothing, durable 
and elegant foot-wear.” And so on. 

If a Premier could not put over a glamoriz- 
ing campaign, can it be done by a newspaper 
writer? We are not betting. But a Russia in 
agreeable shades of red, might be easier to get 
along with than a drab Russia.

Christmas Begins at Midnight 


Even Nou, as in the Past, Man Looks Toward Light

Whenever we feel pessimistic con- 
cerning the future of humanity upon 
this troubled planet, we can always 
remember this: that with all his fears 
and failings, man has yet somehow 
managed to put the brightest of his 
festivals in the darkest part of the 
year. 

Not *at midsummer but at mid- 
winter, he celebrates most universally 
his hope and joy. 

The hardihood of this festival, con- 
tinuing, as it has, through many thou- 
sands of years, and ome - 
rising, stage hy LZ. 
stage, from primi- 
tive frenzy to pa- 
gan jubilation and 
finally to the sym- 
bolism of Christian 
observance, gives 
us true cause for 
confidence and re- 
assurance. When it 
celebrates the light. 
is most desolate, he 
When the harshest 


is darkest, man 
When the earth 
carols his joy. 
and bleakest of 
the seasons is upon him, he can turn 


to gentleness, kindness and forbear- 
ance. -His courage can rise superior 
to his circumstances. 

Perhaps this is the thought 
all others that Christmas can 
us with this vear. It is the inner sig- 
nificance, the spiritual essence of 
Christmas that can mean most to us, 
for once. For certainly we shall not 
find it easy to be spontaneously happy 
in a world so full of miseries, Nor 
should we.

The Yuletide Observance 


Anyone who could be truly carefree 
this Christmas would need to be 
either inhumanly callous or verging 
on the imbecilic. If we are to cele- 
brate the ancient festival of light 
overcoming darkness, it must be in 
full knowledge of how dense is the 
darkness against which light must 
shine. 


The Yuletide observance goes back, 
of course, to the festival of joy that 
primitive man inaugurated to cele- 
brate the paszi of th ‘inter sol- 
stice; the suy’s regainsfig of his pow- 
ers, the tyrning-pXigt after which 
there wouly be no mofe shortening of 
days. Prgbably, if we of the modern 
world cfuld enter into the groping 
that primitive man, we would 
comefack with’an appreciation of the 
cost of human progress that would 
astonish us. 


That earliest man had no assurance 
—nothing that he knew for certain— 
of the coming back of life to the 
earth: of spring and summer; of the 
sureness of the strengthening sun. 
He had watched the sun grow weaker 
and the days grow shorter almost with 
bated breath, and gradually had 
adopted customs and devices—thou- 
sands of them in the end—whereby he 
hoped to arrest the threat of total 
darkness and help the life-returning 
cycle to succeed. 


‘He Kept the Yule Log Burning’ 


He rolled wheels of fire down 
mountainsides at midnight on what 
we now call Christmas Eve. This was 
to encourage the sun by example. He 
kept the yule log burning, containing 
the life of the sacred tree consumed 
in the sacred element, fire, from 
which the sun might be re-kindled. 
He burned his terches, precursors of 
our Christmas candles. 


But in all of them man flung his 
own desperate courage against the 
precariousness of his circumstances. 
Presently, out of the vindication of 
his faith came his joy; on it he built 
his winter festival. : 

It would be a mistake to write this 
off as merely folklore. It is some- 
thing still living as well as something 


in the past. Just as in our bodies we 
imherit all the ages of physical. evolu- 
tion, so in our social heritage we 
inherit all the ages of spiritual 
evolution, 


No one can measure the effort it 
must have taken to carry these prim- 
itive superstitions toward a higher 
level of belief. Yet it happened. Long 
before Christianity, it began to hap- 
pen; and it became, in one religion 
after another, the struggle of light 
with darkness, of good with evil, of 
Ahura Mazda with Ahriman; of God, 
the Holy Spirit, with the powers of 
chaos. 


And of course it was this, together 
with a great deal else that belongs to 
Yuletide, that Christianity gradually 
took over. Some people feel shocked 
when they discover that Christmas 
stories and Christmas customs are so 
much older than Christianity; but 
they ought to feel encouraged and en- 
heartened. For it means these stories 


and usages are deeply rooted in 
human experience. 
They are part of what mankind 


dreamed into being out of the, most 
desolate and despairing of seasons, 
not only seasons of the year but sea- 
sons of the human spirit. It was from 
this same source that prophecy came; 
the prophecy of a highway in the 


wilderness and of the desert made 
glad: of “preparing the way of the 
Lord.” This has all been mixed and 


mingled together now—in the Chris- 
tian Christmas. 

And it is interesting to notice that 
in legend upon legend, and story after 
story, Christmas 
‘always begins, not 
with daybreak and 
the coming of *the 


morning — but at 
midnight. 

It was at mid- 
night that the 
primitive observ- 
ances began—or as 
near it as their 

— reckoning could 


= bring them. It was 
= in the darkest hour 
of the night — not 
in the glow of 
morning—that the 
shepherds of the 
legend heard the angels sing. And of 
course, the Three Wise Men were 
guided, not by the sun, but by a star. 

The legends have grown both beau- 
tiful and fanciful. Yet they have 
never drifted out of the darkness into 
a premature daylight. They have 
stayed quite close to the inner truth 
from which they draw their sub- 
stance: the truth that man must find 
his faith, not in the daylight but in 
the dark. If he is ever to come to 
the light of morning, he must carry 
his own light with him through the 
night. 

Yes, and not only so, but he must 
make his songs in: the darkness, too, 
and sing them first at midnight. He 
must proclaim in the desert a high- 
way when there is no way at all—not 
even a path or a trail—and evidently 
he can,

Increase, Ducks 
Show Decrease 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 24 
(UP)—The Conservation Com- 
mission reported yesterday 
there are 16,000 more geese in 
Missouri this week than were 
counted last week. 

Good waterfow! hunting was 
reported in northern and south- 
eastern Missouri. 

R. W. Vaught, Conservation 
Commission biologist who made 
the survey, said there are ap- 
proximately 500,000 waterfowl 

in Missouri. Of this total, 478,- 
000 are wild ducks which have 
declined 50,000 in the last 
seven days. 

Vaught reported that migra- 
tions from the north have kept 
Missouri's waterfowl popula- 
tion near the 500,000 figure 
since Oct. 28, three days after 
the hunting season opened. He 
said two migrations—on Dec. 
14-15 and another on Dec. 17- 
18—replenished the waterfowl 
population which had gone far- 
ther south or had been killed 
by hunters.

Cuba's medical federation 
charged President Fulgencio 
Batista last night with a terror 
campaign against the nation’s 
doctors and killin gam

The 6600-member federation 
approved a report declaring 
that “constitutional and human 
rights are totally unknown” as 
a result of Batista’s drive to 
smash the year-old rebellion 
led by Fidel Castro. 


The report, adopted at the 
end of a two-day convention, 
said Batista’s troops and police 
killed two doctors last October 
after they were caught treating 
wounded rebels. 


“Homes are violated,” the re- 
port said. “Hostages are taken.

The ‘numerous strike outs, 
cross overs and margin jottings 
in the original manuscrip., now 
on display at Harvard's Fogg 
Museum on loan from New 
York's Morgan Library, indi- 
cate that he worked harder on 
this slender volume than any 
previous work. 


The cozy little study over- 
looking the pleasant brick 
walled garden at Regent's Park 
became a dreary dungeon of 
drudgery “Men. have been 
chained to hideous walls and 
other strange anchors’. ere 
now,” he once described the 
throes of authorship, “but few 
have known such suffering and 
bitterness at one time or an- 
other as those who have been 
bound to pens.” 


Day after day, he paced the 
deep pile carpet, banging his 
hand nervously against his 
forehead, ‘acting out each part 
aloud, grimacing before the 
ornate gilt mirror to capture 
the right, expression. 


Night after night, ‘when all 
sober folks had gone to bed,” 
he walked 15 to 20 miles 
through the dark streets of 
old London, picking his char- 
acters out of the chilling fog, 
tracing Tiny Tim's’ crutch 
marks in the unmarred snow, 
finding just the right gloomy 
building for Scrooge’s lonely 
digs, ithe melancholy tavern 
wheré he took his melancholy 
dinner, the slight but splendid 
detail about the thawed blotch 
of wet on the street above the 
baker's oven, “where the pave- 
ment smoked as if the stones 
were cooking too.” 


By the softly flickering light

Within a month he was at the 
throat of his publishers again, 
accusing them of jacking up 
the costs because “The Carol” 
did not immediately materialize 
into the financial success he 
envisioned from the postman’s 
report on Christmas morning. 
It had sold well, but Dickens’s 
insistence on color plates and 
a fancy binding, while keeping 
the price at five shillings, had 
eaten into his profits, 


But “The Carol” was—and 
still is—an immensely popular 
success, one of those rare, 
happy, hallowed books that 
seem destined to pass on from 
generation to generation of en- 
chanted readers, while succes- 
sive waves of critics attempt 
unsuccessfully to pick it apart.

ALL LIFE is a challenge to children, especially the 
bright and active ones. Their mothers have to keep watch 
on them as far as possible to keep them whole in body 
and in peace of mind for this restless, adventurous spirit 
is a powerful stimulant to action. That is why we need 
playgrounds that offer hard exercise for the big muscle 
masses that nag to be used. 

Too many homes are without the opportunity for 
useful or pleasant activity for the children. New housing 
developments are especially poor in such provisions. The 
houses are too small for a big playspace or room, so the 
children have to seek for such opportunities and it is in 
this search that they take chances, get into the wrong 
groups, fall into wreng habits.

Bill Hefelfinger Prayed and Survived Cancer Operation, Takes Church Post

WILLIAM, better known as 
Bill, Hefelfinger is a big, 


square-built man who stands 
more than six feet tall, weighs 
230 pounds and at the age of 
40 looks as though he could 
step right back into the full- 
back position he filled at Wash- 
ington University back in the 
days when Jimmy Conzelman 
was coach and football hadn't 
been de-emphasized. 

Yet Bill should have been 
dead some six or seven years, 
if his doctors’ prediction had 
been correct. It was just seven 
years ago that he underwent 
major surgery for a type of 
genito-urinary cancer and the 
doctors told him he could count 
on about two months to a year. 

But Bill and his wife and 
their friends in the church are 
strong believers in prayer. 
Now,. Bill. doesn’t claim any 
miracles, but the fact remains 


he didn’t die and is in excel- 
lent health. 


So now, again in compliance 
with God’s will as he sees it, 
Hefelfinger has resigned his 
job as a tool designer for Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Co., rented his 
home, and departed with his 
wife and two daughters for 
Bristol, Tenn., where he will 
serve the church as a minis- 
terial assistant and lay worker. 

He won’t be making as much 
money as he’s been making, 
but his*wife, who believes as 


strongly as Bill does that this , 


is his destiny, will also work 
for the church. 


“With our combined sal- 
aries,” Bill says, “we'll get 
along. We're not worried. We 


got the definite feeling the 
Lord was asking us to do this, 
so—we'’re going to do it.” 

BILL WAS in the middle of 
packing and making some last- 
minute repairs around his small 
home at 215 Baker street in 
Webster Groves when I went to 
see him. His wife, who is a 
talented painter, was over at 
South Webster Presbyterian 
Church, now under construc- 
tion, finishing some murals in 
the children’s Sunday school 
room. It was a job she had 
promised to finish before they 
left. 


Hefelfinger, dressed in a 
sweat shirt and jeans, stopped 
work, sat down in an easy 
chair. and, while he stroked 
the head of his obviously de- 
voted cocker spaniel, Blackie, 
explained to me the events 
that led up to his decision. 

Bill was born, grew up and 
went through high school in 
Kirkwood, But his approach to 
organized religion during his 
formative years could best be 
described as casual. “My par- 


ents were Presbyterians,” he 
explained, “and while they 
were religious people, they 
didn’t go to church much, 


Neither did I.” 

But at the same time he was 
subjected to good influences 
through his father, William H. 
Hefelfinger, who was one of 
the pioneers in the Indian 
Guide movement, a father and 
son organization sponsored by 
the Y.M.C.A., which started in 
St. Louis in 1926 and grew into 
a national organization. 

“I was a member of the first 


father and son group,” Bill re- 
lated, “when 1 was 9 years 
old.” 


The elder Hefelfinger, who 
died in 1953, was national head 
of the Indian Guides and was 
awarded the Golden Arrowhead 
in 1947, ‘highest honor for 
leadership bestowed by the or- 
ganization. 

After Kirkwood High, Bill 
went to Washington University 
where he played fullback on 
the football team and pitched 
for the baseball team. He 
earned letters in both sports in 
1940, 1941, and 1942. He 
studied mechanical engineer- 
ing, and when he left school 
he got a job as an inspector 
with the Maritime Commission, 
stationed at Pascagoula, Miss. 

It was while he was at Pas- 
cagoula that Bill began to feel 
an urge toward a more relig- 
ious life, he said. He had been 
going with a Catholic girl and 
he had studied Catholicism. 
But the romance broke up, and 
Bill studied other religions.

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Then he decided to take an- 
other look at the church he 
grew up in. 

It was the Southern Presby- 
terian church and the minister 
was the Rev. Dr. Paul Crane 
who, with his wife, had been a 
missionary for 40 years in Ko- 
rea. They had left just ahead 
of the Japanese. 

“He and I spent evenings 
talking,” Bill recalled, “and I 
decided that was the church 
for me. I was baptized there.” 

ANOTHER important thing 
happened there—ne met the 
minister's’ daughter, Florence 
Crane. They fell in love and 
were married just before he 
went off to the Navy in 1944. 

In 1946, after two years in 
Japan, he went back to Pasca- 
goula, joined his wife and they 
came to St. Louis. He worked 
for a time at Granite Steel 
Casting Co. in Granite City, and 
for the past six years has been 
a tool designer at McDonnell 
Aircraft. 

“Before I tell you what hap- 
pened to me,” Bill said, “I want 
to tell you of a previous experi- 
ence. When we first came to 
St. Louis we lived at 5808 
Maple avenue and attended 
Westminster Presbyterian 
church. The pastor was the 
Rev. William McCorkle and he

NEW YORK. 
I HOPE THAT the NATO 
conference has accomplished 


more than the accounts which 
have come from Europe would 
lead one to believe. The Pres- 
ident was conservative in his 
estimate of the results when he 
said “Conference decisions 
should make war less likely, 
peace more sure.” 

Perhaps the Allies were 
brought closer together and the 
plans for future security are 
on the basis of a real under- 
standing and closer association. 

If so, I hope this conference 
may be the prelude to working 
out some more fundamental 
plan whereby NATO ean under- 
take negotiations of an eco- 
nomic and social nature with 
the Soviet Union. That would 
perhaps allay some of the fears 
that talking only about military 
affairs seems to stir up. 

I think if there is any way 
that we can begin to work for 
better economic conditions in 
Europe and the Near East. it 
will do more toward relieving 
tensions than anything else 
that could happen.

party. Through the door 
passed hundreds of circus 
characters, most of them 
in costume as requested 
on the invitations. The 
result, when the affair was 
in full swing, was a huge 
collection of debutantes, 
their dates and some of their elders, pretending to be 
clowns, horses, elephants, Indians, Annie Oakleys, hawk- 
ers, bareback riders and balloon girls. 

The inside of the club was the big top, done in the 
bright colors affected by Barnum and Bailey and the 
Ringling Brothers in the heyday of tent shows. In the 
foyer the satin-clad figure of an oversized clown stood 
before gold drapery opposite the door. At either side, on 
swags held up by cardboard. mannequins, a sign read 
“Wightman, Desloge and Culver Present the Greatest 
Show on Earth.” 

The circus got under way in the small lounge. An 
artist had created, under the direction of Norman Tieman 
who was responsible for the decorations, a tent arena at 
show time, with every seat filled, on the entire south 
wall. The three rings extended outward at floor level, 
and a red and white awning shaded each. In one stood Miss 
Culver and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Bertram B. Culver 
Jr.; in another, Miss Wightman and her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Orrin S. Wightman Jr., and in the third, Miss Desloge 
and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. William L. Desioge. The 
fathers, with top hats and whips, were ring masters. 

Circus customers were late in arriving. There was 
dinner competition before ball time. Once there, how- 
ever, they had a field day. Early arrivals roared with 
laughter as ludicrous animals and their trainers greeted 
the receiving line, or a giraffe, which threatened the 
chandeliers, attempted an entrance. 

At one point a small foreign automobile, its windows 
covered with. paper, whirled into the room and disgorged 
a two-man horse and an unbelievable number of other 
young men crowded into little space. 

The east room, cleared for dancing, doubled as the 
animal tent, and cardboard lions, tigers, monkeys and 
zebras filled cages around the walls. The orchestra podium 
was occupied by Harry Marshard of New York, who for 
25 years has furnished the music at parties from Bar 
Harbor. Me., to Cat Cay in the Bahamas. Making his first 
appearance here, he brought his own orchestra including 
his wellknown drummer, Bill Dooley, and his trumpeter, 
Maxie Kaminsky 

When the orchestra wasn't working the professional 
clown was, and drew many laughs. He was Barnum and 
Bailey's Uncle Otto, whose patched clothes are the real 
McCoy. When not chasing his battered hat he knitted 
furiously on a red garment that bore faint resemblance to 
a sweater. 
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Circus Decorations and Food Prevail. 

DOZENS OF TABLES were available, each of them 
covered with red and white striped cloths and centered 
with a thick red candle and a clown doll. The tables 
were on the east porch, enclosed by a marquee and con- 
nected by a long walkway, called a Tunnel of Love, to 
the dining room and cocktail bar where there were dozens 
more. Every wall was covered with gigantic circus posters 
depicting all phases of circus entertainment. 

The west porch was the most popular. Hot Dogs, 
pancakes, pizza, poor boy sandwiches, hamburgers, chill, 
cotton candy and popcorn were dispensed from as many 
booths, all manned by experts. Early this morning break- 
fast was served. 

Dancing presented difficulties, what with floor space 
being filled with half a dozen make-believe horses, pairs 
of wolves, bearded ladies and gentlemen, toreadors, sher- 
iffs, cattle rustlers and fortune tellers. 

One of the first costumed guests to arrive was Mrs. 
Theodore P. Desloge, aunt of the debutante, as a balloon 
girl. Of the dozens of Annie Oakleys, the most realistic 
was Mrs. Mahlon B. Wallace Jr., in white buckskin. A toy 
pistol weighted her belt. A bird perched on the barrel of 
her shotgun. Mr. Wallace was a moustached Bill Cody. 

A leopard in leopard skin leotards was Mrs. Charles 
Allen Thomas. Mrs. John Moss Hall, completely dis- 
guised by a papier mache elephant head almost too wide 
for the front door, was accompanied by her trainer hus- 
band. The John M. Shoenbergs could step in and out of 
their horses at will, but “rode” them down the receiving 
line. Garneau Weld Jr. was the only Uncle Sam. 

Borrowing a phrase from circus talk for her costume, 
Mrs. Warren B. Lammert appeared as the “big top,” an 
enormous toy top revolving on her tiny straw hat. She and 
Mr. Lammert had with them the Marchese Marrizzio 
Burimacci of Florence, Italy, who is their guest. 

Mrs. Oscar Whitelaw Rexford, Miss Culver’s aunt, was 
a snake charmer: the Terry Shepleys represented the two 
Ringling Brothers and the Austin P. Lelands were bags of 
popcorn, giant sacks over their shoulders and popcorn 
strung on their heads. Romans, all three, and all in togas, 
the three Stemmler men were George Et Tu, James Brutus 
and Edgar Caesar.

levity at the spirit of Christmas, let me add that I 
love every golden minute of it. I never worry too 
much about losing the true significance of Christ- 
mas in the frantic festivity. Those of us to whom 
it means the birth of our Lord find that the bells 
drown out the noise. All Christmas music isn’t 
Elvis and Santa. For the past week I’ve been bak- 
ing cookies nightly to the “Hallelujah Chorus.”

There are many ways of celebrating the religious side 
of Christmas, at midnight, at dawn, but to me the best 
ceremony comes the Sunday before the day when our Sun- 
day School classes, aged 2 to 10, present a musical pro- 
gram in the church sanctuary.

The kindergarten 
sings, “Away in a Manger.” Our class sings “Silent Night” 
and “Little Town of Bethlehem.” The older ones sing 
“Come Ye Faithful.” In between there is scuffling, 
shuffling and rustling. It is a tribute to our minister that 
as he reads the Bible story there is only a muffled roar. 


But then comes the moment. The children file 
past the living tableau at the altar and you hear 
the shrill, “It’s a real baby.” (Last year’s baby left 
no doubt but this year’s only showed wiggling 
fingers.) More than one child must be nudged to 
move on and you see the wonder and awe in their 
Des.
